not reputed foz Bods peeplc: ſo do we 
acknov le dge and conteſſe that we now 
in the tyme of the Euangeil hane two 
cheat ſacramẽtes onlp, inſlituted by the 
loꝛd Jeſus, and commanded to be vſed 
of all thoſe that wilbe reputed mem zes 
ofhis body. To wit baptiſme and the 
ſupper oz table of the lozd Jeſus called 
the communion of his bodpe and his 
blood. And theſe ſacraments aſwele of

ped and honoꝛed as Bod: as the ÞPa= 
piſts haue done heirtofoꝛ. who alſo haue 
committed ſacriledge, ſtealing from the 
people the one parte af the lagrament:

opinion. what Chꝛiſt Jeſus did & com⸗ 
mãded to be done is euidẽt, by the euan⸗ 
geliſtes, and by ſanct Paule: what the 
pꝛeaſt doith at his aultare, we nead not 
to reherſe. The end & cauſe of Thziſtes

. Lbeit that the woꝛd of Bod trew⸗ 
1A li pꝛeached, and the ſacramentes 
righetie miniſtrated, æ diſciplin executed 
accoꝛdinge to the woꝛde of Bod, be the 
certaine & infallible ſpngnes of the trew 
churche, we meane not that euery par⸗ 
ticular perſone iopned with ſuch com⸗ 
panp, be onelect meber of Chꝛiſt Jeſus. 
Foz we acknowledge and confefſe that 
darnel, cockel, and chaffe, map be ſawen, 
growe and in great abundance ſpe, in 
the myddeſt of the wheat, that is, the re⸗ 
p:obate map be ioyned in the ſocietie of 
the clect æ may externallie vſe with the 
the benefites of the woꝛd and ſacramẽ⸗ 
tes. But ſuch being but tempoꝛall pꝛo⸗ 
feſſoures in mowth , but not in hart, do 
kali back and contine w not to the end. 
And therko2, haue they no frute of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes wathe, reſurrectione nor aſcenſtone, 
but ſuch as with hart vnfaenedlie beleue 
and withe mowthe boldlie confeſſe the 
lord Jeſis as befoze we haue ſaid, ſhall 
moſt aflure dlie reſlaue theſe Seeg 
irſt 
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Firſt in this lyfe the remiſſione of ſpn= 
nes, and that by only faithe in Thꝛiſtes 
blood. Jnſo muche that albeit ſpn rema⸗ 
ne and continewallie abyde in theſe our 
moꝛtale bodpes, pet it is not imputed 
vnto ws, but is remitted and conered 
with Chꝛiſtes iuſtice.Secũdarelie in the 
general indgement there ſhalbe geuin to 
cuery man c womã reſurrettione of the 
fleſhe. Fox the ſea ſhal giue hir deade:the 
earthe thoſe, that therin be incloſed, yea 
the eternall oure Bod, ſhall ſtreatche 
out his hande on the duſt, and the deade 
ſhall arpſe vncoꝛruptible, and that in 
the ſubſtance of. the leif fame fleſhe that 
enerp man now bearcth.ro reſſaue accox 
ding to ther woꝛkes, alone oꝛ puniſh⸗ 


ment. Foꝛ ſuch as now delpte in va⸗ 


nitie, crueltie, filthines, ſuperſtitione oz 


idolatrie, ſhalbe adindged to the fprꝛe 


vnquenſible. In which they ſhalbe toꝛ⸗ 
mented foz euerp alſwele in ther owen 
bodpes, as in ther ſonles which now 
they apne to ſerue the deuill in all abho⸗ 
minatione. But ſuch as cotinew in well 
doyng to the end, boldlic pꝛofeſſing the 
loꝛd Jeſus: we conſtantly belene that 
they ſhall receaue glozie honour and 
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immoꝛtalitie, to reagne foz euer inlypf 
cucriaſting, with Chꝛiſt Jeſus, to whole 
82 body all his elect ſhalbe mad 
pke, wh? he ſhal appeare agane in iud⸗ 
gement and ſhall rander vp the king⸗ 
dome to Bod his father who then ſhalbe 
and euer ſhall remane all in all 
thinges Bod bliſſed foz euer, 
to whome with the ſonne 
and with the holy ghoſt 
be all honour and 
glozy now and 
euer. 


So be it.
